THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


Evening Wisconsin: 
Now that there 


.j. so much talk about conservation of 
;hc public domain it is interesting to 
take a survey that will afford something 
ike an adequate conception of what the 
public domain is. To put it 
briefly, 


what remains of the public domain corn- 
prises 731,354,081 acres, of which 368,- 
)16,038 acres are in Alaska. Of the part 
which is in the United States, while the 
arger portion is west of the 'Mississippi, 
there are consderable areas in Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana. 


As a result of the conservation move- 


ment a considerable portion of this area 
nas been temporarily withdrawn 
from 


settlement, the total withdrawals exclu- 
sive of small tracts to bo used for mili-. 
tary reservations, lighthouse stations, 
etc., 
amou'ting to 
204,000,000 
acres. 


The withdrawn area includes, of course, 
the national forests, which 
aggregate 


approximately 
193,000,000 
acres, 
of 


which 66,000 acres are in Porto Rico. 


A considerable portion of the public 


domain is unsuitable for settlement un- 
der existing conditions, but the expecta- 
tion of the' government to reclaim a 
large «J"ea by means of 
irrigation 
is 


shown by the fact that 17,000,000 acres 
have been withdrawn pending the appli- 
cation of water from irrigation projects. 
A year ago the total area to -which wa- 
ter could be supplied by the Reclama- 
tion Service was S89.000 acres, much of 
•which, of course, was not a part of the 
public domain. The area actually irri- 
gated amounted to 460,000 acres.

LOOKING UP THE EXPRESS COMPANIES 
It is now .understood what, the secret 


of the express companies was, that so 
long as they could . practically control, 
they could have it. as they desired, on' 
our railways. The familiar express cars 
on our railroads have caused wonder- 
ment many times to people why roads 
should make no objection to those carry- 
ing such appreciable quantities of all 
sorts of freight, with other little won- 
derments also, as.to -why they should 
have to pay .such excessive rates for 
the shipment of small packages. Jhe se- 
cret is now exposed, for late revealments 
disclose not only enormous- express divi- 
dends with comparatively little property 
invested, .but enormous stock interests 
exchanged between express and rail cor- 
porations. Practically the great half doz- 
en companies well control the railroads 
and very certain it is the railroads prac- 
tically, own the, express companies, so 
there, you1''-are. 


Investigations are in progress, one 


having orijrinated in our own state, by a 
commercial organization, and in other 
states by similar organizations, who arc 
at work. This may or may not be fur- 
thered by the government, which; under 
the new rate law, may control to a cer- 
tain extent the express companies. It is 
now known that one reason railroads 
have not cared ,to interfer in- the. high 
charges for express freight is because 
of

It often 
reports obnoxious weeds that should be 
destroyed, and as a partial gain to the. 
weedy subject, occasionally discovers a 
weed that is really useful, to say noth- 
ing of being good for food.

.veek's1 cholera record for 'Russia shows 
2?,!>44 -.new eases of cholera and 10,723 
•deaths, bringing the' total number of 
caTOS'in Russia this year to 112,985. Of 
these 50,287 have died, the mortality 
percentage being 44.5. 


Tho • figures are those furnished 
by 


the. sanitary bureau, covering the week 
from -Aug. 7 to Aug. 13; inclusive, and 
nre therefore- fully official. Reports from 
Red Cross sources indicate that the ac- 
tual figures nre somewhat greater as it 
is a practical impossibility to register 
every case in an epidemic of such pro- 
portions. 


The'epidemic in St. Petersburg shows 


<i'considerable decrease, only 263 cases 
and 133'deaths haviug'bcen reported for 
the' six daya ending 'at noon yesterday, 
in -comparison to the 577 cases and 233 
.deaths reported the. previous week. The 
sanitary authorities of the city believe 
that-'from :now on' the epidemic will 
continue its 'natural decrease.
